Claims 1 to 5 

The invention that is set forth in claims 1 to 5 
does not involve an inventive step in the light of 
documents 1 to 6 cited in the international search report. 

Sucrose fatty acid esters are known to improve the 
peroral absorption characteristics of cephalosporin-based 
antibiotics (refer to documents 3 to 5) ; therefore, it is 
not considered to require extraordinary creativity on the 
part of a person skilled in the art to conceive of using 
sucrose fatty acid esters in order to improve the peroral 
absorption characteristics of cefditoren pivoxyl, which is 
a cephalosporin-based antibiotic (refer to documents 1 and 
2) . 
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
